Applicant's arguments regarding the rejections under 112 are persuasive and 
withdrawn. However, figure 2 of Kato shows a stand alone device 1 . 

With respect to applicant's argument at page 10, third full paragraph, 
applicant argues that Kato et al. does not disclose that the printer engine 18 even 
includes a memory. However, a quick view of claim 1 one does not positively 
recite or suggest that a printer or recording device must have a memory. The 
claim recites that a memory is available in a facsimile mode. 

Still further, applicant contends that Kato does not discuss using a memory in 
a mode other than a print mode. However, according to the bottom of page 8 of 
the applicant's remarks, a PC mode is a mode other than a print mode. 
Moreover, a scanner mode is anticipated in view of scanner 16. Hence, the PC 
and scanner modes use memory 19 and thus constitute plural modes in 
accordance with applicant's invention. 

Applicant has argued that claim 3 has been amended, but applicant has not 
specifically shown why the amendment is not anticipated or non-obvious over 
Kato. Applicant made a general statement that claim 3 is allowed for the same or 
similar reasons as claim 1 . However, the limitations of claim 1 remain rejected. 
It is not clear how the amendment of claim 3 places the claim in condition for 
allowance.
